Women Footpads- 


CHICAGO, January 
6.—With 
the 
departure of Minnie Shouse for the 
Penitentiary tomorrow the last of the 
notorious levee gang of the female 
footpads will disappear from the dis­ 
trict. 
Minnie was sentenced on Sat­ 
urday by Judge Chetlain to one year's 
penal servitude, for the robbery of 
Napoleon Boland, who on last April 
was seized and dragged into an alley 
and $42 taken from him. 
He chased 
the woman into an opium den under 
a State-street saloon, where the police 
followed and arrested her. 


Every effort was made to get the 
woman off. 
Repeated continuances 
were taken and efforts were made to 
keep Boland from appearing, and for 
efforts in the latter direction Officer 
Calb was suspended from the force 
On July 26th last the case was called 
before Judge Stein. 
During the pro­ 
ceedings the woman escaped from the 
courtroom but was caught the next 
day. 


The 
stealings of the gang, besides. 
Minnie Shouse's $100,000, during the 
five years it infested the Levee, is 
said by the Harrison street officers 
to be more than $200,000. 
The 
Moore woman was arrested ten times 
in one day, and her stealings are said 
to have been $75,000; Emma Ford's 
are said to have been $60,000; May 
White's are placed at $35,000, 
and 
the Smith and Kelley women at lesser 
amounts.
